INTERVIEW REQUEST AND PROPOSED AMENDMENT - NOT FOR ENTRY 

In response to the final Office Action dated October 28, 2008, Applicants 
respectfully request the following issues be considered for discussion in the telephone 
interview scheduled of December 16, 2008. Applicants respectfully submit that these 
issues are not to be entered as a response to the final Office Action dated 
October 28, 2008. Furthermore, Applicants respectfully submit that such issues are 
non-binding and do not create any estoppel until such time as agreement is reached 
with the Examiner regarding same and formal amendments and/or remarks are 
presented and entered. 
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Summary of Rejections 

Claims 1-2, 4-12 and 14-26 were rejected under 35 USC § 102(e). 

Response to Rejections 
Claims 1, 8, 16 and 20: 

• Miller is directed to accelerated p rocess improvement framework. (Miller Title). In 
particular, Miller teaches a method and related system for assisting and 
expediting an organization's transformation toward higher levels of the Capability 
Maturity Model (CMM). (Miller Para. [0015]). The various steps of the CMM 
method include the creation or updating or various documentation that detail and 
verify the execution of tasks performed by the organization, and these 
documents are used to demonstrate compliance with the higher levels of the 
CMM. (Miller Para. [0031]). 

o Miller does not teach or suggest reserving resources for the project prior 
to completing the detailed requirements analysis. The Office Action relies 
on paragraphs [0034], [0040], [0055], [0105] and [0115] to teach the 
claimed limitation. Applicants respectfully traverse. The cited sections of 
Miller teach organizing, assigning and training an organization's human 
resources and physical resources. In particular, the organization may 
analyze the resource requirements, obtain human and physical resources 
from participating entities, assign the resources to projects, and release

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the resources upon project completion. Thus, Applicants submit the Miller 
teaches analyzing resource requirements and then organizing resources 
for the project. Miller does not teach or suggest reserving resources for 
the based on the information prior to completing the detailed 
requirements analysis, as claimed. 

o Miller does not teach or suggest that the detailed requirements analysis 
includes a plurality of steps including one or more of functional 
requirements modeling, system requirements modeling, and application 
integration modeling. The Office Action relies on paragraphs [0095], 
[0206] and [0313] of Miller to teach the claimed limitation. The cited 
sections of Miller teach designing a competency model. A competency is 
a cluster of related knowledge, skills, and other attributes/abilities 
associated with high perfo rmance on a job; and a competency model is a 
group of related competencies required to perform a career field such as a 
team leader. Thus, Applicants submit that Miller teaches a model for 
grouping skills needed to perform a particular role. Miller does not teach 
modeling requirements during a detailed requirements analysis of the 
project and confirming reserved resources at each step in the detailed 
requirements analysis, as claimed. 

o Applicants respectfully submit that the cited portions (paragraphs [0033]- 
[0035], [0045], [0092], [0095] and [0099]) of Miller do not teach or suggest

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a software development process with define, discover, design, develop 
and deploy phases. Applicants submit that the cited portions are directed 
to the process stage and personnel stage of the Organization 
Management step of the CMM model. Applicants respectfully submit that 
Figure 6A of Miller may be related to the software development process, 
as claimed. However, even in the disclosure regarding Figure 6A, Miller 
still fails to teach a reserving resources for the project prior to the detailed 
requirement analysis, wherein the detailed requirement analysis includes 
a plurality of steps including one or more of functional requirements 
modeling, system requirements modeling, and application integration 
modeling, as claimed. 

While no amendments have been presented for discussion in the interview, 
Applicants do not preclude the possibility of further amending the claims for 
further clarification. Applicants welcome any suggestions by the Examiner.
